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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: while the examiner has considered the remarks, 
they are not deemed persuasive. Examiner notes arguments presented in this action as well as those presented in the Final office action 
dated 4/6/05. In response to the argument that Biondi et aL, fails to disclose fields for user entry a label identifying a medical parameter, 
the examiner disagrees. Mulitple screens throughout the Biondi reference allow the user to select the control settings and monitored 
parameters to be displayed. For example, the user changes the list of controls as described beginning on line 23 of Col. 17. Also, the 
"Other" button of figure 7 allows the user to input other labels to be displayed on the screen. Biondi does teach manual entry of 
parameters and settings as is clearly seen by the get levels which the user inputs for the machine to achieve. In response to the 
argument regarding Claim 8, the examiner points out that Internet Browsers must be used to access a webpage through the Internet. 
Biondi does teach changed parameter and settings to be displayed in different colors that previously shown, therefore reading on the 
presented claims.
